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4.  The  Board  of  Trustees  are  exercising  great 
care  in  the  employment  of  teachers  of  character.

EXPENSES 

Tuition 

Njo  tuition  will  be  charged  for  pupils  from  Co- 
piah and  Lincoln  Counties,  but  those  who  do  not 
live  in  these  two  counties  will  pay  a  tuition  fee  of 
two  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents  per  month. 

Matriculation 

A  matriculation  fee  of  three  dollars  will  be 
charged  each  pupil  whether  a  local  or  boarding 


Athletics  is  secondary  in  school  life. 
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student.  This  matriculation  fee  must  accompany 
application  for  a  room  to  be  reserved  in  the  dormi- 
tories. Those  who  do  not  make  application  must 
pay  this  fee  before  they  can  be  enrolled  in  any 
class.  In  no  case  will  this  fee  be  refunded  after  the 
pupil  has  been  enrolled.  This  fee  is  used  to  pay 
incidental  expenses. 

Board 

Board  will  cost  TEN  DOLLARS  PER  MON<TH. 

This  includes  table  fare,  heat,  lights,  water,  and 
room. 

Board  and  all  other  charges  are  due  at  the  be- 
ginning of  each  month.  Our  supplies  are  bought 
on  cash  basis,  hence  it  is  necessary  that  all  bills  be 
paid  promptly. 

If  board  is  not  paid  when  due,  a  flat  rate  of 
seventy-five  cents  a  day  will  be  charged  for  board. 
In  no  case  will  the  account  be  allowed  to  run  more 
than  three  days  without  a  satisfactory  arrangement 
being  made  for  payment. 

Special  Fees 

There  will  be  a  lyceum  fee  of  one  dollar  for 
each  pupil  in  school,  due  at  the  beginning  of  the 
second  month. 

A1  medical  fee  of  thirty-five  cents  is  due  at  the 
beginning  of  each  month  for  each  boarding  stu- 
dents. 

A  home  science  fee  of  one  dollar  is  charged  all 
girls  taking  Home  Science.  This  is  due  on  entering 
school.

"Clean  Athletics"  is   our   motto. 
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It  should  be  remembered  that  the  first  pay- 
ment is  the  heaviest  one.  After  the  student  makes 
fne  first  payment,  there  are  no  other  expenses  ex- 
cept board,  a  medical  fee,  and  a  lyceum  fee,  due 
at  the  beginning  of  the  second  month. 

Students  should  be  furnished  their  spending 
money  and  funds  for  books  and  laundry,  and  not  be 
encouraged  to  borrow  from  the  school  office  unless 
provisions  have  been  made  with  the  Superintend- 
ent. 

Students  who  take  piano,  voice,  expression, 
and  shorthand  and  typewriting  will  be  expected  to 
pay  IN  ADVAN-CE  four  dollars  per  month  for 
each.  There  is  a  piano  practice  fee  of  thirty-five 
cents  per  month,  and  the  students  who  take  short- 
hand and  typewriting  will  pay  a  fee  of  fifty  cents 
each  month  for  use  of  typewriter,  which  will  be  at 
their  disposal  for  regular  practice  each  day. 

All  girls  and  boys  will  be  expected  to  do  din- 
ing room  work  or  other  dormitory  duties  as  as- 
signed. No  pay  is  given  for  this  work  but  expenses 
are  reduced  for  all. 

BREAKAGE 

Each  student  will  be  held  responsible  for  the 
furniture  of  his  room  and  other  equipment  of  the 
school,  and  will  be  charged  with  all  breakage  due 
to  his  carelessness. 


UNIFORMS 

Girls  must  wear  some  simple  white  dress  of 
linen,  madras,  or  other  cotton  goods  for  church  and 
all  public  programs  in  the  fall  and  spring  seasons. 
The  uniform  for  winter  will  be  an  inexpensive  blue 
^oat  suit  or  a  one-piece  dress.  For  winter,  girls 
must  wear  a  simple  blue  hat.    There  will  be  a  sim-

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pie  white  hat  as  specified  for  spring  and  fall  uni- 
form. For  everyday,  students  may  use  the  inex- 
pensive clothes  they  may  have  on  hand. 

There  will  be  no  uniform  for  boys,  but  we  dis- 
courage any  extravagance  in  their  dress. 

EQUIPMENT  FOR  STUDENT 

Each  boarding  student  must  furnish  his  own 
towels,  bed  room  linen,  pillow,  window  curtains, 
and  toilet  articles.  Each  student  should  bring  a 
spoon,  knife  and  fork,  a  cup,  and  a  plate  for  use  in 
his  room. 

STUDENT  LABOR 

Besides  the  practical  work  required  about  the 
farm  by  the  State,  the  school  gives  opportunity  for 
the  students  to  do  a  great  deal  of  work  for  which 
they  receive  pay,  based  upon  the  amount  and  char- 
acter of  the  work  done.  It  is  easily  possible  for 
some  students  to  make  half  or  more  of  their  ex- 
penses by  putting  in  odd  times  at  work  about  the 
school  or  on  the  farm.

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ENTRANCE  REQUIREMENTS 

There  must  be  evidence  that  a  pupil  possesses 
good  moral  character.  All  pupils  who  have  com- 
pleted the  eighth  grade  work  in  the  public  schools 
can  enter  the  Agricultural  High  School  without  an 
examination  provided  they  bring  report  cards  or 
certificates  from  their  teacher;  otherwise  they  must 
stand  the  entrance  examinations.  Pupils  must 
bring  with  them  their  credits  from  other  schools. 
All  fees  must  be  paid  before  pupils  register. 

GRADUATION  REQUIREMENTS 

There  must  be  a  completion  of  not  less  than 
two  units  in  Agriculture  for  boys,  and  two  units  in 
Home  Economics  for  girls  in  order  to  get  a  diplo- 
ma. Certificates  are  given  the  pupils  who  have 
only  one  year  in  Agriculture  or  Home  Economics. 
Fifteen  units  are  required  for  graduation.

The  member  of  the  Senior  class  who  makes 
the  best  general  average  grade  during  his  sopho- 
more, junior,  and  senior  years  in  Copiah-Lincoln 
Agricultural  High  School  or  other  standard  school 
shall  be  the  class  valedictorian.

It  will  cost  you  less  to  send  to  this  Agricultural  High  School 
than  to  keep  your  boy  or  girl  at  home. 
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The  Agricultural  department  is  prepared  to 
assist  the  farmers  in  every  possible  way,  particu- 
larly in  hill-side  terracing,  pruning  and  spraying 
orchards,  vaccinating  hogs  and  cattle,  treating  sick 
animals,  testing  milk,  and  in  securing  the  assist- 
ance and  advice  of  specialists  in  various  subjects. 
There  is  no  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  instruc- 
tors to  show  off.  They  do  not  profess  to  be  veter- 
inarians or  specialists,  but  they  have  made  a  gen- 
eral study  of  these  subjects  and  if  they  can  be  of 
service  they  are  glad  to  do  so  in  a  spirit  of  neigh- 
borliness. 

FARM  MECHANICS. 

Ujnder  the  Smith-Hughes  Law  farm  mechanics 
is  recognized  as  being  work  that  the  boy  will  have 
to  do  with  hand  tools  on  the  average  farm.  It  is  not 
expected  that  the  boys  in  this  department  will  de- 
velop sufficient  skill  in  the  use  of  tools  to  do  fancy 
cabinet  work.  The  utility  of  the  project  constructed 
is  stressed  as  well  as  skill  gained  in  the  use  of  these 
tools.  This  department  is  well  equipped  with  tools 
for  individual  and  general  instruction. 

DAIRY  AND  DAIRY  BARN 

Our  dairy  herd  consists  of  about  thirty-six  head 
of  cattle.  We  have  about  fifteen  registered  cows 
and  heifers.  We  expect  to  cull  our  herd  this  fall  and 
do  away  with  all  that  are  not  good  producers.  Our 
dairy  is  self-sustaining  and  declared  a  nice  profit 
this  year  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  had  to  buy  all 
the  feed  for  our  dairy  herd  last  year. 

Our  dairy  barn  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  state. 
It  is  equipped    with    modern    Lowden    equipment, 


It  was  thrilling  to  watch  our  Aggie  girls  win  the  champion- 
ship game  in  basket  ball  last  session. 
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which  consists  of  steel  stanchions,  concrete  mangers, 
manger  partitions,  individual  drinking  cups,  feed 
and  litter  carrier,  concrete  floor  and  gutters,  and  all 
that  goes  to  make  a  modern  barn.  This  barn  is  an 
inspiration  to  any  good  dairyman.  It  is  kept  clean 
and  sanitary  at  all  times  and  is  open  for  your  per- 
sonal inspection. 

FARM 

The  school  farm  consists  of  about  170  acres  of 
land,  120  acres  of  which  are  in  pastures,  campus, 
orchards,  etc.  We  have  about  150  acres  for  a  lespe- 
deza  meadow  and  for  general  farming  purposes.  It 
is  our  purpose  to  produce  as  much  for  our  dining 
hall  as  possible.  In  addition  to  this  we  expect  to 
raise  all  the  feed  necessary  for  our  hogs,  mules,  and 
as  much  for  our  dairy  cattle  as  can  be  produced  on 
the  average  farm.  It  will  be  our  plan  from  hence- 
forth to  devote  most  of  our  attention  to  the  cultiva- 
tion of  about  fifteen  acres  and  to  cultivate  this  well. 
The  farm  has  been  self-sustaining  this  year  and  we 
hope  to  be  able  to  continue  making  it  so.  We  do  not 
plan  to  try  to  make  our  farm  an  experiment  farm. 

SPECIAL  DEPARTMENTS 
Piano 

Miss  Byrd,  Instructor. 

Music  is  fast  becoming  a  recognized  essential 
in  a  well  rounded  education.  Its  cultural  value,  out- 
side of  the  pleasure  that  you  give  others,  is  well 
worth  the  time  that  you  devote  to  its  study.  It  is 
the  aim  of  the  Piano  Department  to  prepare  the  stu- 
dent as  a  soloist  and  a  good  sight-reader.  Public 
and  numerous  private  recitals  are  given  to  train  the 
students  who  enroll  in  the  Fine  Arts  Department. 


Our  basket  ball  team  did   splendid   work  in  the  championship 
game    last   season. 
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Each  student  receives  two  private  thirty-minute 
lessons  and  one  class  forty-five  minute  Theory  lesson 
each  week.  Examinations  for  Third  and  Fourth 
years  standing  will  be  held  near  the  close  of  each 
year  or  by  appointment.  The  outlined  four  years 
course  below  is  subject  to  change  to  suit  individual 
needs  but  by  this  a  student  may  have  some  idea  of 
the  work  required  before  receiving  a  certificate  in 
music. 

I.  Finger  exercises — primary  technic,  major 
scales  as  needed.  Peters  Modern  Pianoforte  Meth- 
od, Burgmuller,  Kohler  and  others.    Theory. 

II.  Finger  exercises,  Wiech's  Technic,  25 
Etudes  of  Streabbog,  Completion  of  Major  and  Mi- 
nor scale  in  first  position,  Selections,  Theory. 

III.  Wiech's  Technic  continued,  Sederburg's 
Scale  position,  Heller  Op,  47  and  Op.  45,  Bach's 
smaller  preludes,  Selections,  Theory,  Musical  His- 
tory. 

IV.  Rapid  Scale  Passage,  Kullak's  Octaves, 
Cramer,  Bach,  two-part  Inventions.  One  Beethoven 
Sonata  memorized.  Selections  to  suit  need  of  indi- 
vidual. Public  recital  should  be  given  in  junior  and 
senior  years. 

Voice 

Miss  Flowers,  Instructor. 

What  accomplishment  could  be  more  desirable 
than  a  well  trained  voice?  We  hope  to  fit  our  pupils 
for  successful  teaching,  for  church  singing,  and  ar- 
tistic singing  in  the  home  and  social  circles.  The 
voice  course  is  divided  into  three  grades  and  re- 
quires three  years  or  more  according  to  the  gift  and 
application  of  the  pupil. 

First  Grade — Lessons  in  breathing  and  voice 
placing.  Simple  exercises  in  technique  and  studies 
by  Abt,  Sieber      Carter,  etc.    Simple  songs. 


The  athlete  who  fails  to  make  an  average  grade  in  the  class- 
room is  not  dependable  in  the  crucial  moment  of  the  game. 
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Scond  Grade — More  difficult  studies  of  tech- 
nique, Panopka,  Sieber;  classical  songs  by  old  and 
modern  composers. 

Third  grade — Continued  studies  of  technique 
and  concert  songs.  Graduates  in  voice  must  give  a 
public  recital  in  their  senior  year.  They  must  also 
have  one  year  of  harmony,  one  of  musical  history, 
and  three  years  of  piano.  Sight  singing  and  chorus 
work  are  given  throughout  the  voice  course.  Each 
pupil  will  re  required  to  appear  on  at  least  one  pub- 
lic recital  during  the  year. 

Expression, 

(Instructor  to  be  supplied.) 

"Expression  is  the  outer  flow  of  inner  life."  It 
begins  in  the  mind  and  is  the  result  of  definite  think- 
ing; its  agents  are  the  voice  and  body. 

The  course  of  study  offered  deals  with  the  har- 
monic training  of  the  mind,  voice  and  body.  It  cov- 
ers the  fundamental  principles  of  reading,  speaking 
and  acting;  it  aids  in  the  development  of  the  stu- 
dent's personality,  and  helps  to  establish  poise  and 
self  confidence. 

The  students  appear  frequently  on  special  pro- 
grams and  recitals.  There  is  a  decided  interest  tak- 
en in  the  Bi-County  and  Southwest  Mississippi  High 
School  Contests  in  reading  and  declamation,  as  the 
contestants  are  selected  from  the  Expression  De- 
partment. 

Regular  High  School  students  who  have  had  four 
consecutive  years  of  training  in  Expression,  or  its 
equivalent,  showing  a  degree  of  proficiency  satisfac- 
tory to  the  teacher  will  be  given  a  certificate  in  Ex- 
prssion.  Two  half  hour  private  lessons  a  week,  or 
the  equivalent  of  time,  in  private  and  class  work, 
|s  gvien.    The  less  advanced  Curry  Texts  are  used.

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Short-Hand  and  Typewriting 

Miss  Thompson,  Instructor. 

This  course  consists  of  thorough  training  in 
Isaac  Pitman  shorthand  and  touch  system  in  type- 
writing. An  hour  each  day  will  be  given  to  each 
branch  of  this  work,  and  not  more  than  ten  will  be 
taken  in  one  class.  Eacn  student  will  have  individu- 
al attention  and  will  be  advanced  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
sible. In  connection  with  this*  line,  punctuation, 
spelling,  and  general  office  training  will  be  taught. 

The  instructor  has  had  four  years  experience  as 
stenographer  and  in  general  office  work  in  New  Or- 
leans. 

EXAMINATIONS 

Three  written  examinations  are  held  during  the 
session — the  first  one  at  the  end  of  the  third  month ; 
the  second,  at  the  end  of  the  sixth  month;  the  third, 
at  the  end  of  the  ninth  month.  Written  tests  are 
given  at  the  teacher's  discretion.  Pupils  will  be  pro- 
moted who  make  a  general  average  of  seventy-five 
per  cent  on  each  subject,  provided  the  daily  grades 
do  not  fall  below  seventy  per  cent  and  no  examina- 
tion grade  below  sixty-five.  A,  passing  grade  must 
be  made  on  each  subject  per  term.  Daily  grades 
will  count  two-thirds  on  the  general  average. 

HI-Y  CLUBS 

There  is  a  need  of  definite  religious  and  moral 
training  during  the  development  of  students  of  the 
high  school.  Realizing  this,  we  have  Hi-Y  Clubs  for 
our  boys  and  girls.  These  Clubs  are  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Young  Men's  and  Young  Women's 
Christian  Associations  of  Mississippi. 

These  organizations  are  interdenominational 
and  train  the  pupils  in  Christian  leadership.     The 


Character  building   is  our  chief  aim. 
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motto  for  the  Clubs  is,  'Clean  thought,  clean  speech, 
clean  athletics,  and  clean  leadership."  The  aim  is 
to  extend  through  the  school  and  the  community  the 
high  standards  of  Christian  character.  The  slogan 
is,  "Service  to  our  nation,  our  state,  our  school  and 
our  homes.',  These  clubs  show  their  good  influence 
in  our  school. 

LIBRARY 

In  making  definite  plans  for  Junior  College 
work  at  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Agricultural  High 
School  for  the  beginning  of  session  1924-1925,  the 
trustees  have  been  advised  by  the  State  Department 
of  Education  the  necessity  of  having  a  well  equipped 
library.  With  this  idea  in  view  the  students  will  be 
furnished  a  splendid  library  this  session. 

HOME  GOING. 

For  several  sessions  it  has  been  the  policy  of 
this  school  to  permit  pupils  to  visit  their  homes  at  in- 
tervals of  six  weeks.  This  plan  did  not  prove  satis- 
factory the  past  session  simply  because  in  many  in- 
stances the  parents  would  insist  on  their  children 
returning  home  more  often.  We  have  found  in 
many  cases  that  the  child  will  return  to  school  un- 
prepared for  the  school  work  or  sick.  It  has  been 
decided  best  for  next  session  to  permit  all  boarding 
students  to  visit  home  at  the  end  of  every  four  weeks, 
if  they  wish  to  do  so,  and  we  shall  insist  that  they 
do  not  visit  home  except  at  these  regular  intervals. 
Of  course  we  shall  be  reasonable  in  emergency  cas- 
es. We  earnestly  solicit  the  co-operation  of  parents 
in  this  regulation. 

ATHLETICS  AND  PHYSICAL  TRAINING 

That  type  of  education  which  neglects  the 
physical  factor  is  a  failure.    It  will  be  the  purpose  of

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this  school  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  whole- 
some athletics.  "Play  Ball"  has  a  profound  bearing 
mpon  the  modern  up-to-date  High  School  for  the  fol- 
lowing reasons: 

1.  All  normal  children  need  a  certain  amount 
•of  play  and  recreation. 

2.  It  develops  self  confidence  in  the  student 
when  he  wins  a  fair  contest. 

3.  The  student  learns  to  be  calm  and  well  com- 
posed under  the  hardest  strains. 

4.  Fair  play  and  a  square  deal  are  essential. 

5.  The  student  is  eager  for  play  and  will  follow 
his  teacher,  who  provides  this  opportunity. 

6.  The  cleanest  type  of  physical  manhood  is  a 
carefully  trained  athlete. 

7.  Respect  for  others  is  fostered. 

8.  Athletics  will  create  a  fine  cooperative  spirit 
in  the  student  body. 

9.  The  student's  surplus  energy  is  expended, 
hence  he  will  better  protect  property. 

All  students  will  not  care  to  participate  in  the 
major  sports,  foot  ball,  base  ball,  and  basket  ball. 
For  these  an  opportunity  of  engaging  in  mass  games 
and  calisthenics  will  be  given. 

Long  ago  the  authorities  of  this  school  realized 
the  necessity  of  supporting  a  high  standard  of  ath- 
letics. With  that  idea  in  view,  splendid  athletic 
teams  were  developed  last  session.  No  foot  ball 
team  in  Southwest  Mississippi  was  considered  a 
stronger  contender  for  championship  than  Copiah- 
Lincoln.  In  this  district,  basket  ball  championship 
boys  and  girls  was  won  by  our  "Aggies."  An  excel- 
lent team  was  developed.
